Return of Coomcs’ Murderer- 
Large Crowd Follows 
Prisoner. 

Owensboro. Ky., Aug. 24.— Roy 
Green, Ihe negro indicted Mondsy for 
the murder of Janies Coomes, was 
brought into court Tuesday morning 
and lorma'ity notified of the charge 
against him. lie appeared perfectly 
rului and not to realize that he was 
facing a charge on which there ap 
pears no prolability ot escaping the 
extreme penalty. 

Green'.s trial was set lor Monday ol 
next week, as early as could be done 
in Older to avoid the possibility of 
having to reset it. The feature of 
the day wan the announcement 
from the bench tba* Gr-^n would be 
tried at thin term ol court. A buzz 
ol approbation ran through the crowd . 
assembled in the court room when 
this announcement wan made, and 
the general opinion was afterwards 
that it 1 11 eradlCited nry tendency 
that may have existed to attempt 
summary punishment. 

The bringing of (Ween to Owens- 
boro did not create the excitement 
which was expected. A small crowd 
ol the curious wan gathered at the 
station to see him as ha got ofl the 
train, and the number received con- 
stant recruits , aa it lollowed Sherifl 
Short and the prisoner to the court 
house. A conalderable numbrr of 
^ople Irpqi tb? cownly w^k fegted 
about the couil iiouai yard and thtSi, 
together with those who followed the 
prisoner, inshed into the court house, 
probably lour hundred strong, and 
into the room where court was in 
session. It was evident, however, 
that the motive which prompted the 
men was mere curiosity and that 
there would be no attempt to take 
Green from the officers. Still, the 
presence of so large a number ol men 
and the bare possibility of their be- 
coming suddenly converted into a 
mob, determined the officers to take 
no nnneceaaary chances. After the 
formal presentation ol the prisoner to 
the court he was turned over to Jailer 
Ashoy, who, with bis sons, John and 
William, started with him to the jail 
The crowd lollowed, but found that 
the outer doors of the building form- 
ed the limit ot their following. The 
sberifi bad stationed deputies at the 
doors and held them closed until a 
telephone message to the sherifi's of- 
6ce announced the Iron doors of the 
Daviess county j-ill had closed be- 
hind the self conlessed perpetrator ol 
the foulest murder ever committed 
within the confines of the county. 

I,oul8 Igleheart and Forest Roby 
were appointed to defend Green. It 
Is understood that he will attempt to 
prove his Innocence, and will de- 
nounce his ciinlesslon on the night 
he WHS tsken to Henderson as being 
procured by threats ol turning him 
over to a mob in the event that hedid 
not do so.

The Jap’s Method of Recording 
Time. 

The Japanese divide the twenty 
four hours into twelve periods, of 
which six belongs to the night and 
six to the day, the day beginning at 
sunrise and ending at sunset. 
Whether the day or night be long or 
short, there are always six periods In 
each. 

To attain this the characters or nu- 
merals on the scale ol their timepiece 
are adjustable. Two of them are set, 
one to agree with the sunrise, the ot- 
er with suD.set and the four characters 
between them divide the space into 
equal portions. Thus when the pe- 
riod ol da> light is longer than the 
night the day hours will be propor- 
tionally longer than those at night. 
Another peculiarity in their scale is 
that they use only six characters, 
those from 4 to 9, and those read 
backward instead ot forward.
